mind, and must be relied upon 
ag a responsible person to act for 
the rest... 

“The Government feel that it 
is right to ensure that the latest 
authoritative opinion !s bpought 
effectively to public notice, so 
that everyone may know, the 
risks involved’ in smoking,” he

The Government now propos- 
ed to bring the report to the 
atfention of local health nuthori- 
tea and to those = respensible 
for health education. 

The report noted that the in- 
crease in lung cancer was out 
of alt proportion to other forms 
of cancer and had occurred not 
only in old age. 

Among males it accounted for 
one in 18 deaths at all ages; in 
females it was one in 103 deaths, 
Highest mortality ‘rate from 
Jung cancer in Iinvestigatlons 
carricd out in Britain © ond 
the. United States was in 
cigarette smokers, seccad highest 
in pipe smokers, lowest in non- 
smokers. ‘

The Trimountain sailed a 
day late, William Urquhart 
having refused to sail on a 


Sunday. The came Urqu- 
hart’s strange panic and his 
sudden change of course. 


But there let us leave the 
Trimountain as it turns 
miles off its route to avoid 
the terror of Barenetha. 


Let us look some 60 miles 
to the south, where an- 
other ship is moving 
through the night.
